Athens, Ga., December 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—By declaring tonight in an in- 
terview that he saw a_ corporal, 
who, he said, is now _ running 
a grocery store on Pryor street 
in Atlanta, shoot and kill a sick pri- 
vate named Harley at Camp Wheeler 
in June, 1918, Marion J. Wallis, for- 
merly of the Fifth Georgia regiment 
and now a rehabilitation student at 
the University of Georgia, confirmed 
his statement recently sent to Thom- 
as EB. Watson in Washington, and 
used by the senator as evidence to- 
day in proving his charge of cruelty 
in the army before a senate commit- 
tee. 

The private, according to Mr. Wal- 
lis, was named Harley, and at the 
time of his death was serving a sen- 
tence in the division stockade of the 
_ Thirty-first ‘division. He had made 

‘known the fact that he was ill, but 
this was given’ no attention, and the 
man was being forced to work. 


after another burly corporal had club- 
bed him and broken his wrist hecause 
he Was not working as hard as some 
of other men,” stated Mr. Wallis. 
The man, it igsaid, did not die until 
the next day. — 

The corporal, stated Mr. Wallis, 
was given a trial, at which none ex- 
cept those who had served for 25 or 
$0 years in the army attended, and 
rather than being punished for kill- 


ing the private, was, promoted to the |‘ 


position of a sergeant and was given 
a thirty days’ leave of absence. 


Grows Wrathful. 


“J know enough to break the neck 

of at least one officer, possibly more,” 
declared Mr. Wallis, whose voice grew

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\Killer Escapes 
To Die at Hands 


After Leading Fellow Con- 
victs to Liberty, Slaugh- 
ter Is Shot in Back. 


Little Rock, Ark., December 9.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Tom 
Slaughter, desperado, came to the end 
of his long career of crime tonight 
in the fastness of the Saline county 
hills. He was shot from behind by 
one of the white men whom he led 
to liberty from the state penitentiary 
this morning. 

The report of Slaughter’s death was 
confirmed late tonight by Sheriff J. 
J. Crow, of Saline county, leader of 
one of the many posses on the killer’s 
trail. 

Not only is Slaughter dead, but 
one of the five negroes who fled the 
prison withg him in the spectacular 
escape this morning is dying in the 
hills beside the bandit’s body, while 
the white companion who shot him 
down from behing and the three oth- 
er negroes are in custody.

Attorneys for Hudson asked a 
new trial on 27 different points, chief 
among them being that the court erred 
in admitting the testimony of Sheriff 
Tarver and a deputy sheriff about an 
alleged conversation with Hudson in 
the jail at Macon, in which the sher- 
iff said that he told:the priséner that 
his -wife had accused him wf the 
crime, and in which the sheriff said 
the prisoner told him they had “agreed 
to Keep it between themselves.” 

Hudson was originally sentenced to 
hang on November 18, following his 
conviction at Albany,on October. 5.

hope. We, therefore, who, hold to the 
faith of ‘the less armaments the less 
war’ must energize Ourselves for an 
untiring campaign. looking to greater 
reductions in the near. future. Please 
join with us in such activities. 


“Secondly, I wish today to record 
my impressions of Mr. Briand’s elab- 
orate address. I sat and listened with 
profound interest. Full well I recog- 
nized the able oratory of that hour. 
But in the contents of that oration 
I found much to give me disappoint- 
ment. I came to this conference with 
a deep admiration for France. More 
than any other nation, she has been 
torn and mangled by the barbarities of 
war. Her wonderful people laid:their 
all on the altar to save their nation 
and the world from the menace of 
unbridled force. I had hoped to fimd 
the leaders of this versatile nation 
showing the same capacity in makiag 
peace as they had shown in making 
war. But Mr. Briand’s address dif- 
fered from my hope. It seemed to me 
instead to indicate that in France 
there still survived the old idea of 
reliance on force instead of friend- 
ship. 

Greater Reliance. 

“If France today could only indicate 
that for defense against the German 
or amy other menace she places her 
confidence in peaceful means, there is 
no country so lacking in chivalry as 
to fail to rally for her defense in case 
of unjust attack. Even I,7a@ non-mil- 
itary civilian, would rush to her res- 
cue. With me a large group of Jap- 
anese young men would go to such a 
battle for freedom, humanity and jus- 
tice. In America, too, yes, in all the 
world, exists to the full such a spirit. 
Why did not Mr. Briand not*see this? 

“There are treaties of peace and 
notes of international accord. But, 
above these in effectivesness are the 
bonds of moral force. 

“Thirdly, if you will allow, I widh 
to say a few words regarding the Far 
astern question. This is, in a word, 
the problem of China. The attitude 
of the conference, as expressed in the 
four points of Mr. Root, seems to mie 
satisfactory. The giving up of extra- 
territoriality, and the withdrawal of 
the foreign postoffices will certainly 
be approved by all. These rights so 
manifestly belong to China that I won- 
der why she has not demanded them 
before. I think no voice would have 
been raised in opposition regarding 
the Shantung question, the uncondi- 
tional returm of ‘the former German 
right is, I believe, the desire of the 
great majority in Japan. 

" Must Seek Goal. 

“More’' than in the Far East, in 
America and England the government 
is controlled by the people. To a sim- 
ilar goal the Chiliese people must find 
a way. The liberals and progressives 
must rise to the top. The liberals of 
China and the liberals of Japan must 
join hands. en the militarists 
of the ttvo' cowfitries there seems to 
exist some sort of understanding.

Searching i’robe Made. 

“When the charges against Mr. 
Clarke were first made in the newspa- 
pers, the local klan in Atlanta pro- 
ceeded al once to investigate the whole 
matter. ‘This investigation was most 
searching in every way. ‘The investi- 
gation was directed by the regular 
ceimmittee for that purpose, which is 
composed of the 16 officers of the lo- 
cal kian. When that committee made 
its report to the full session of the 
kian, a thousand members were pres- 
ent. Mr. Olarke was fully exoner- 
ated. 

“It was evident that the specific ac- 
cusations regarding Mr. Olarke _re- 
ferred to alleged misconduct long be- 
fore he had become a member ot the 
klan.

Succeed i in Fight 
On Boll Weevil 


Discovery of a method of fighting 
the boll weevil which has been tried 
with great success in Jasper county 
and other counties and which has re- 
duced the ravages of the boll weevil 
almost to a negligible quantity in 
some instances was announced in At- 
lanta ‘Friday by O. O. Banks, of 
Shady Dale, Ga., and his associate, 
R. Bailey, of the same town.

“The method is a simple one, it 
will cost the farmer less than $2.50 
an acre me season to use it, appli- 
ances for using it can be made on any 
farm at nominal cost, and if the di- 
rections are followed closely the boll 
weevil absolutely can be kept away 
from the cotton fields,” Mr. Banks 


said. 
Uses Deadly Poison. 

Mr. Banks uses a deadly poison 
which will not injure the cotton stalk 
which is applied early in the life of 
the cotton plant and thereafter he. 
uses what he calls his “rouster” & 
drive away the boll weevil, and to 


into the cotton field. 

“The poison is applied to the cot- 
ton plant when the squares begin to 
form,” Mr. Banks explained. “It is 
applied to the bud of each plant with 
a simall mop, which can be made on 
any farm. This treatment should be 
repeated in ten or twelve days, Then 
the real treatment by using the 
rouster begins.” 

The “rouster” is placed in; four 
gunny sack bags. These bags are 
attached to a 14-foot pole and each 
has about a pound of lint cotton in 
it. Each bag hangs directly over a 
cotton row. ‘The cotton is satu- 
rated with the “rouster” and one 
man can .ake the four bags and cover 
the cotton field in a short time, Mr. 
Banks calls this the “interfeter’ and 
he describes its operation as follows : 

“Have man carrying interferer to 
walk in middle of row, rubbing two 
rows on each side. He then skips 
four rows and again covers ‘two 
rows at a time. He does this until 
the entire field of cotton is visited. 
Next day the man begins at the same 
place, but takes the rows that were 
not rubbed the day before. When he 
goes over the field in this way the 
entire field has been covered with the 
‘rouster.” The entire crops must be 
gone over every day. This will only 
require an hour each day and will: 
last for several weeks.” 

Must Apply Every Day. 

Mr. Banks fhen declared that if 
the cotton is pldwed according to di- 
rections he farnishes and_ the 
“rouster” is used every day that the 
weevil will not be able to get ang 
headway in that particular cotto 
field. He declared the boll weevil 
can ruin a cotton field in three days 
and that it is absolutely necessary 
in using hig rouster that it be ap- 
plied. somewhere in the field every 


day. 

“This rouster. keeps the weevil out 
of the field and even when it gets 
into the field the rouster poisons it;” 
Mf. Banks said. “In our section of 
the state the rouster has been. used 
With great success. In fields adjoin- 
ing each other the rouster has been 
used in one and nothing used.in the 
other. In the field the rou was 
used a splendid crop was owained,

of the navy that Atlanta has seen

From All Sections. 

They came from all sections of the 
state for this demonstration. Uni- 
forms that had not been worn since 
the red chevron of an honorable dis- 
charge was sewed on were rescued 
from the voracity of the moths. The 
men who had served and who couldn’t 
piece together uniforms were out with 
the brassard of the American Legion 
on their left arms to distinguish them.

The marshal was palpably pleased 
with his reception in Atlanta.

low citizens, “and I believe,” he

What I have signed I 
shall stand by in the belief that the 
end of the conflict of centuries is 
at hand.”

ment of the world with reference 
to this important development—

ON A BUDGET BASIS. 

Beginning with the new fiscal 
year, next July 1, the government 
of the United States, for the first 
time in its history, will be financed 
in accordance with a scientific, 
businesslike plan, on a budget 
tem basis. a 4, 

A good beginning has been m&de 
by the publication of the initial 
budget, prepared by General Dawes, 
director of the budget bureau; and 
submitted to congress by the presi- 
dent. : 

The fact that General Dawes was 
able to cut down the preliminary 


by a cool half-billion dollars is 
highly significant, egpecially in 
view of the president’s repeatéd 
admonition to all of his subordi- 
nates, beginning with the very day 
of his inauguration, to -trim their 
estimated requirements to thé ex- 
trenie minimum. 

The budget as submitted calls 
for a $1,571,000,000 drop fron’ 1921 
to 1922 expenditures, and. promises 
a further reduction of $462;000,000 
for 1923. Fog 
the taxpayers of the country; and 
it not only illustratés the possi- 
bilities of the budget system, but it 
affords a striking illustration of 
the wastefulness of the haphazard, 
grab-bag, unbusinesslike system of 
financing under which the great 
corporation of the United ‘States 
of America has been qperating in 
the past. .* 

Of course, the budget is not re- 
sponsible for all of this enormous 
proposed shrinkage of governmeyy, 
al expenditure. Cs 

Demobilization and disarmament, 
the general lessening of feder@t gx- 
penses due to the terminatioh of 
the war, and the beginning of & 
period of falling prices incident to 
the general process‘vf business ré- 
adjustment, are, perhaps, the main 
influences; but the discrepancy be- 
tween th. original department es- 
timates und the figures presented 
by General Dawes is of itself proof 
of the valué of the budget. + 
Thus the country is pronvised a 
very welcome relief in taxation; 
and this should be still further in- 
creased by reduction in naval ex- 
penditures likely to come as a re- 
sult of the conference for the limi- 
tation of armaments. 

The submission of this first fed- 
eral budget ushers in a new era 
in governmental finance. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the 
United States, a leader nation in 
many departures involving the 
spirit of enterprise and progress, is 
the last of the great world powers 
to adopt the bifaget system.

Prominent Farmer. 
Says Freight Rates 
Are Key to Situation 


Editor Constitutiog: I have been 
interested in your e@itorials, and in 
letters from differént people ap- 
pearing in your c@lumns, relative to 
the high cost of Mfansportation and 


its effect on general conditions of 
the country. I want to Pieces 
through your columns a little piece 
of “modern” history in which'some 
of my neighbors and myself have a 
very “feeling” recollection. 


Early last spring quite a few of 
us decided on account of the boll 
weevil having taken oversight of 
cotton production of this section, 
that sweet potatoes would be a good 
substitute crop to grow in order 
to have a little cash. -We bedded 


our seed potatoes and then pre- 
pared our soils, hauled our. com- 
posts and commiercia)] fertilizers, 


sufficiently, We planted them out, 
some of us,*on account the dry 
season, hauled” water in? order to 
give sufficient moisturgé to keep 
the plants alive until t root sys- 
tem could get stabilizea@i, then we 
cultivated—turned the&vines, hoed’ 
and plowed the Plants‘two to four 
times, and in October, when the crop 
was sufficiently matured, We dug 
the potatoes, assorted them, drayed 
them to town, some six, some eight, 
and as high as fourteen miles, we 
bought crates, made them up,, put 
the best potatoes we madg in these 
crates, and put them ina car, Of 
course, We have our inv®stment in 
the lands, we have to keép the taxes 
paid, the houses havetfto be kept 
covered, the wells cleafhed, and the 
pasture fences kept é#h repair. All 
these things add to the cost of mak- 
ing the potatoes. e shipped these 
potatoes to Detroit, Mich., toa com- 
mission merchant. 


The state bureau of markets In 
Atlanta had interested itself in 
our behalf and had arranged with 
the Detroit commission merchant to 


handle our car potatoes, and they 
understood, and we understood that 
our net returns would be some- 
where within the range of 75 cents 
to $1 per crate for the potatoes. 

"his would have ~ been entirely 
satisfactory, as we felt sure of at 
least 50 cents per crate for our 
potatoes after deducting the cost of 
crate. When we received our re- 
turns on 500 crates, it showed that 
we had received $532, and the cost 
was as follows: To freight and 
tax, $312: demurrage, $10.36: dray- 
age, 25 cents; commission $53.20. 

61-4 Cents a Crate. 
The check for balance was $131.50. 
Out of this $131.50 we had to 


pay $100 for 500°crates, which left 
us $31.50 for the 500 crates of choice 
potatoes, or about 61-4 cents per 
crate. The railroads never touch- 
ed a single crate of these potatoes. 
We loaded them Into the ear, and 
paid for the unloading at Detroit. 
They backed up to the car and 
hitched on to it, and pulled it over 
their track three to four days and 
received ten times as much as we 
received for ten months’ work, be- 
sides investment and taxes. 


It is claimed there is an over- ji. 


charge above the legitimate. This, 


we are trying to recover, but this 
does not amount to more than 10 
cents per crate, if the claim is cor- 
rect. 


We wotld have been entirély sat- 
isfied to produce the potatoes with 
all the long @rawnout hours with 
back-bending labor, for the same 
price the railroads got for transpor- 
tation. While the market was not 
in as good condition at the time we 
shipped as it had been prior, or as 
it is now, still these potatoes sold 
for a little moré than $1 per crate, 
and the fellow in Detroit who pur- 
chased them for something like to 
4 cents per pound, had no, reason to 
suspect that the producer in Geor-

- But a reduction 
of per cent would be more in 
line with the reduction we farmers 
are having to accept for our prod- 
uce. If it is necessary to reduce 
Salaries and wages, from president 
t® porter, in order to make this pos- 
sible, let it me. The present 
scale will permit of a 50 per cent 
cut and would still look big and 
bloated to the farmer who is losing 
on every variety of produce, and is* 
scuffling to raisé his taxes, and al 
this due largely to the excessivé 
freight charges. 

Why this injastice continues, no 
one seems to ugderrtand It seems 
perfectly clear@to every one that it 
prevails, and h&s for more than two 
years, If those Who are supposed 
to have authority to make the nec- 
essary changes are doubtfdl of their 
authority, then in the name of high 
heaven, let this doubt be removed. 
Fl it is due to politics, gr the lack 
of backbene, then I would say with 
equal emphasis, let then. be kicked 
put, and the quickeg th# better. 

Of course, I underst&n@ that all 
the farmers’ jlls are not*due entige- 
ly to the excessive freights. The 
rent hog, the sp culating hog, the 
organized labor and other hog 
agencies, all play their hoggish part 
in these uneven conditions, All 
these agenolesgtogether are respon- 
sible for the. farmer receiving 50 
cents for his cow hide, and having 
to pay $10. to $15. for a pain 
of shoes, when the cow hide he 
sold for 50 cents Would furnish ma- 
terial dozen pairs of 
shoes. 4 51-2 cents per 
pound hog, antf’°20 to 25 cents a 
pound pork, or fog a 3 cents a pound 
cow, and 20 to'25 cents a pound 
beefsteak.

The quantity of water required to 
maintain health depends on oge's 
weight, the season or climate, one's 
physical activity and t character 
of the diet.

Arms Meet Gavel 


Made of:Famous 
Tree in Georgia 


Hughes Used em of Mul- 
berry Wood From Dr. 
Crawford W. Long Tree.

Washington, December 9.—By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—It develops 
today that the gavel that has been 
used by Chairman Hughes in the in- 
ternational arms conterence was loan- 


ed by a Georgian who made it from 
a mulberry tree under which Dr. 
Crawford W. Long performed his first 
surgical operation with ether as an 
anaesthetic. Because of the attrac- 
tive history attached to the gavel, 
Chairman Hughes directed the atten- 
tion of all the arms delegates &o it, 
and his remarks were translated to 
the non-English speaking conferees by 
the interpreters. 

The gavel was sent to Chairnian 
Hughes by Congressman Bell, to whom 
it had been entrusted by the owner. 

The correspondence, therefore, will 
take its filing place in the history of 
this epoch-making world conference. 


Letter From Bell. 


The letter from Congressman Bell 
to Chairman Hughes follows: 
“November 23, 1921. 
“Hon. Charles Evans Hughes, secre- 
tary of state, Washirigton. 

“My Dear Mr. Secretar 

“Mr. W. H. Smith, Jefferson, Ga., 
is the owner of a gavel which is made 
from the wood of the mulberry tree 
under which Dr. Crawford W. Long 
performed the first surgical operation 
on March 8, 1842, at Jefferson, Ga., 
with ether as an anaesthetic, which 
he had discovered. 

“Mr. Smith prizes this gavel most 
highly and feels that (it. would be 
most fitting to have it used by you in 
presiding qyer the disarmament con- 
ference now in. session, inasmuch as 
the ulti e end of this conference is 
for the decrease of war, with its at- 
tendant bloodshed and misery, and the 


leviation of pain. 

“Tf am, therefore, taking the liberty 
of mailing to you by insured mail this 
gavel and respectfully request that 
ing it to me so that I may deliver it 
to the. owner,. asstiring him that his 
wishés have been complied with, thus 
adding ‘historic value to the little gav- 
el ‘which will be highly appreciated.

Richmond, Va., <a a 9.—Dr. 
Wilmer Amos Hadley, former army 
surgeon and ranchman, at 8 o’clock 
this morning was put to death in the 
electric chair in the state penitentiary 
for the murder of his wife, Mrs. Sue 
Tinsley Hadley, in November, 1918. 
Prison attendants declared Hadley 


went to his death calmly and _ sto- 
ically. 


The execution had attracted consid- 
erable interest during the last few 
days because of the reported possibil- 
ity that Governot Davis might order a 
any of execution te enable a commis- 

sion to investigate the :wife slayer’s 
sanity, but ‘the governor, after exami- 
nation of the records in the case, de- 
clined to interfere. 

Dr. Hadley’s death this morning 
closed the last chapter of a case in- 
volving one of the most sensational 
murders in Richmond's criminal his- 
tory and ranking with other famous 
homicides, such as the case of Henry 
Clay Beattie, Jr. 

Cool to Last. 


Dr. Hadley was taken. from the 
death cell in the state prigon and es- 
corted to the chamber containing the 
electric chair at 8 o’clock. The cur- 
rent was applied at exactly 8:05 
o’clock and the prison D ig = pro- 
nounced him dead at 8: Prison at- 
tendants declared Dr. Hadley showed 
little sign of ervousness and was ex- 
traordinarily cool while the chair 
straps and appliances were being ad- 
justed. 

Dr. Hadley told the Rev. Dr. J. J. 
Scherer, Jr., and Judge J; H. Ricks, 
of the juvenile and domestic relations 
court, who had visited him a number 
of times since his removal to the 
death chamber in the penitentiary, 
that he had made peace with God. He 
made no statement, however, before 
being led to the electric chair this 
morning.
